debate. Early last week a 78" steering 


committee met in Colmer's office to 


' work out their strategy of delay. With 


little hope of mustering enough votes 
to kill the measure, Colmer hoped tö 
talk it to death in general debate. 

And circumstances made this a possi- 
bility. Because FEPC had been 
blocked by a tie vote Rules 
committee, it would come up on Calen- 
dar Wednesday Unless it was brought 
to a final vote before the House ad- 
journed, it would have to be abandoned 
until the committee handling it was 
reached on the of the calendar 
eighteen Wednesdays away. 

The filibuster technique evolved was 
to keep the bill away from the House 
for long as possible. First there 
would be a quorum call, then a de- 
mand that the previous day's journal 
be read fulle-an hour-long process 
-—then another quorum call, and so on. 

Once steps had failed Colmer 
hoped to smother the bill under 200- 
odd amendments. Finally, the Souther- 
rers would throw their support to the 
toothless FEPC substitute of Rep Sam 
McConnell, a Pennsylvania Republican 
in the hope of preventing the House 
from voting on Rep. Adam C. Powell's 
Administration-backed measure. 

The liberals were busy as well. To 
make sure that there would: be a pro- 
FEPC quorum at all times, Rep Ad- 
olph Sabath sent out a strong message

Under the measure, the state high- 
way commission will have authority to

Tuesday that the old wooden structure 
has cust the highway department nearly 
$500,000 for repairs from fires and 
hurricane damage the passt two years. 

He told the Senate that “the toll 


which will be put on the bridge is 


‘estimated at 25 cents per trip for pas- 


senger vehicles." 

Sen. Meadows stated that more than 
4000 vehicles per day cross the present 
wooden span over the Bay of St Louis. 

The Senate voted down an amend- 
ment by Sen. Cornelius Ladner, Bay 
St. Louis, to provide that daily users 
of the bridge be sold toll books which 


will be 25 per cent less than per trip 
rates.

Whenever a business leader appears &efore a legis- 
lative committee, whether in Washington oř the state capi- 
tal, experienced and intelligent reporters can write what 
the leader has to say beforehand. It boils down to this: 

“Reduce taxes—especially on business.” 

No one can blame the business men for wanting to 
avoid the taxation that bears upon them. Neither can one 
blame the head of a family for a desire to pay less taxes. 
Everybody naturally would prefer not to pay as much taxes 
as the government collects, but the f%roblem involved can- 
not be solved on the basis of our antipathy to paying money 
into the public treasury. 

The Government of the United States, involving local, 
state and national government, must assume certain re- 
sponsibilities in connection with the welfare of the people 
and the safety of the country as a whole. These functions. 
in modern hfe, cost money and, in recent years, the cost 
of government has gone up like everything else. That some 
of this increase is due to “politics” is undeniable, but, ap-

parently, it is a price that a citizen must pay for democratic j: 


self-government. 

Recently, in Washington, a representative of the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce sang the same song of tax reduc- 
tion. He wanted the budget balanced by reducing expendi- 
tures to balance the income of the Federal Government. 
Told that a cut of $6,500,000,000 would be necessary to 
achieve the balance and that this was impossible, he agreed 
that the “net effect” of his recommendation would be an 
' increase in deficit spénding but he argued that the onfy 
way to hold down government extravagance is to limit the 
money appropriated for governmental spending. 
While the burden of taxation, in the year 1950, is 
somewhat onerous and especially so as the middle of March 
arrives, there is a tendency, we suspect, on the part of 
Americans to over-emphasize the payments made and to 
minimize the benefits received. Despite the lamentations 
of those who pay and the wails of those who fail to get 
what they want, the institution of government, as it pre- 
vails in democratice countries, is a necessity and not a lux- 
ury. It serves the needs and provides fundamental protec- 
tion for all individuals. In the main, it is cheap at the price. 
This does not mean that interested citizens should not 
strenuously demand real economy in connection with all 
phases of governmental operations or that taxpayers should 
be quiescent in the face of waste, graft and political chican- 
ery. All of these things should be eradicated and they can- 
not be eliminated unless the citizen-taxpayers are ever alert 
to denounce them and just as vigerous to support honest 
and intelligent office-holders who do not condone or prac- 

tice these political vices.
